but as I mentioned in my last, the protracted 


| drought we have been experiencing is threaten: 


ing to become u veritable calamity, and every- 
body is walching more or less wixiously the 
change in the weather which seems to be 
setting in, ‘The temperature is considerably 
lower than a few weeks ago, the morning and 
evenings being quite chilly, at least here in the 
north, and violent. thanddtstormy. aud heavy 
rains are reported from many quarters; but 
tha xainfafl on the whole has been too light to 
afford. finch “relief. Vegetation continues to 
auffer, river navigation js still partially 
suspondod, tires of all kinds are increasing: in 
number, and wator is getting oxcecdingly scarce 
in’ many places, ong of doubtful quality, giving 


rise to xoriour apprehensions from x: sunitary 
point of view. Even hera in Hamburg, where 
thesupply from the river Elbe is plentiful, and 
whores perfect system of filtration renders 
the water puro and practically free from 
dangerous germs, ramours of cases’af cholera 
have sprang up lately. ‘Che medical duthorities 
| took up the matter-at onca and have, after, ‘a 
careful investigation, now issued their report, 
stating those rumours to be entirely unfounded 
and'calling upon the, public to aid in contradict- 
ing them and in previnting their.dissemination. 
According to the weekly roturns, tho health 
of the town is perfocfly normal. ; 
The. Sugar market, which was amongst the 
first to te influenced by the drought, has so far 
been little affected by the change ‘in’ the 
weather ; reports of rain from the beet-growing: 
districts cuuse mondéotary declines, which we 
however speedily recovered. Trade on the whole 
is dull and dragging in most quarters, but 
hopes of a marked revival in tho autumn are 
pretty gouerally entertained, provided the war 
sin the East dods' not give rise to fresh ¢om- 
plications, “Neither the . Russians nor the 
Japanese seem, for ai thay protest to the con-
